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The 97,000 deadweight ton ‘Mobil Brilliant,’ 
largest tanker yet built in Europe and the biggest 
vessel to come to Australia, will berth at Gellibrand 
Pier, Williamstown, on Thursday, May 21, with a 
cargo. of crude feedstock for the Mobil managed 


refinery of Petroleum 
Ltd. at Altona. 


‘Mobil Brilliant’ was built 
at Eriksberg Shipyards in 
Sweden and launched in 
April, 1963. She was handed 
to her owners, Mobil Tank- 
ships Ltd., London, late in 
October last year and this is 
her first visit to Australia. 


The new tanker is capable 
of carrying 24,500,000 Imper- 
ial gallons of crude oil. Prior 
to her arrival in Melbourne, 
‘Mobil Brilliant’ unloaded 
part of her cargo at the 
Adelaide refinery of Petroleum 
Refineries (Australia) Pty. 
Ltd., so reducing her draft 
to permit passage through 
Port Phillip Heads. Her car- 
go for the Altona refinery was 
13,650,000 galions which she 
discharged at the rate of ap- 
proximately 400,000 gallons 
per hour. i 


‘Mobil’ Brilliant’ is: 900 feet 
long, has a beam of 127 feeet, 
and a deck area of nearly 23 
acres. She is capable of a 
speed of more than 17% knots. 
From her keel to the top of 
her navigation bridge, the 
vessel more than equals the. 
height of an 11 storey build- 
ing.

She contains more than 20 
miles of tubing and piping 
and her five-bladed propellor,

According to Lioyd’s Regis- 
ter of Shipping, the three 
largest vessels launched in 
the world during 1963 were 
all tankers.

‘BRILLIANT’—A_ NAME 
WITH A HISTORY . 
The new ‘Mobil Brilliant’ is 
the eighth vessel to carry the 
name ‘Brilliant” for Mobil and 
its predecessor companies. 
The name dates back to 1863, 
when Brilliant Oi] was the 
trade name .for a brand of 
kerosene in the China trade. 
The first ‘Brilliant,’ a coal- 
burning. wooden tug in New 
York Harbour, was built in 
1878, Since that time another 
tug, a barge, a tow steamer, 
a@ clipper ship and two tan- 
kers have carried the name. 


The most colourful of all 
these ships was the four- 
masted steel clipper. Jullt in 
Scotland in 1901, she was 353 
feet overall, 49 feet in beam, 
and carried 148,000 cases of 
Kerosene. The clipper ‘Bril- 
lant’ and her sister ship 
‘Daylight’ were the largest 
four-masters in the world, 


‘Brilliant’ was a challenge 
to the reputation of the great 
Yankee Clippers. Another 
kerosene clipper, ‘Acme,’ 
challenged ‘Brilliant’ to a 
race for Yokohama. ‘Bril- 
Hant’ won and was again 
challenged, this time for the 
return trip to New York. 
‘Brilliant’ won again and est- 
ablished herself as the 
greatest and fastest of the oil 
clippers. - 


In 1914 she was sold to a 
German nitrate firm and, fly- 
ing the German fiag, left New 
York in ballast to report te 
her new owners. Some days 
later World War 2 broke out 
and as the unsuspecting ‘Bril- 
liant’ approached the English 
Channel She was seized by a 
British cruiser as a prize of 
war, - 


She was then sold to a Nor- ° 
wegian firm and renamed 
‘Bell’ March, 191¢, found 
her once more off the Eng- 
lish coast, and once again 
she was met by an armed 
vessel This time it was a 
German U-boat, which tor- 
pedoed and sank the former 
‘Brilliant.’

No, 38—KEVIN 
ROHLEDER 

For the past 27 years the 
name Kevin Rohleder has in 
some way heen connected 
with sport, both on the in- 
terstate and local scerie. 

The Rohleder family gener- 
ally have done their share on 
the sports front and Kevin 
has assisted in no mean Or 
der in keeping the ball roll- 
ing. 

Kevin commenced his sport 
as a footballer in senior 
grade with the Noojee Club 
when he was‘l4 years of age. 
He joined the Altona Foot- 
pall Club when he was 15, 
and played for the club as a 
wing man until he was 19, 
and in the 1938 season he 
won the club’s best and fair- 
est award. 

In 1938 Kevin joined Wil- 
liamstown in the VFA and he 
played for two seasons with 
that club as a wingman. Afy 
ter the break in football due 
to having joined the army, 
Kevin came back to the sport 
in 1943 and played for half 
of that season with St. Kilda. 
When Allan Killigrew, who is 
now coach of North Melb., 
was forced out of the St. 
Kilda side through injury, 
Kevin was called upon to fill 
the position left by that 
player. 

From football to rugby is 
quite a change to make but 
Kevin was equal to the task 
as in 1944 he tackled the new 
code with success. Being in 
Queensland at that time he 
joined the Mount Isa Rugby 
team andafter one season he 
» won the title of being the 
best back man in the League. 
Kevin also goes on record 
with an unusual double dur- 
ing this time, as prior to 
starring in a rugby match 
against a visiting side, he 
had previously been named 
as one of the best players 
afield in a curtain raiser foot- 
ball match on the come pro- 
gram. 

Another of his efforts While 
in rugby was to land a field 
goal from $0 yards out, which. 
was more thah half the dis- 
tance of the field. 

During 1945 Kevin played 
for Brothers, who were one 
of the top teams in Queens- 
Jand Senior Grade Rugby. He 
also represented Queensland 
as full back in games against 
the touring New South Wales 
side and another against a 
Northern ‘Territory Services 
team, 

Back in Altona in 1946 he 
took up football again and 
was second best and fairest 
for the club as centre man 
and rover that year. Altona 
won the Footscray District 
League Premiership in 1947 
and Kevin was a member of 
that side and in 1948 he was 
elected as captain of the Al 
tona XVIII. 

Again ‘in 1951 Altona were 
successful with a premiership 
win and Kevin was again in 
‘the winning team. At the 
completion of the 1955 sea- 
son Kevin decided to give 
the game a rest and retired 
as a footballer. 

Kevin has also put in 
many years as a cricketer in 
the Altona area, having 
Played for ANA and Altona 
Beach.

An unsatisfactory.state of hygiene exists at 
the cafe-milk bar at the Brooklyn Drive-In Theatre 
allegés_ Mr. R. K. Andrew, Been Inspector for 


Werribee Shire Council. 


Exposed food not proctec- 
ted, single service drinking 
containers not protected from 
contamination, dirty ventila- 
jion shaft and canopy, per- 
sonal clothing being washed 
in the kitchen and children 
sleeping in the passageway 
are some of the infringe- 
ments of the Health Act re- 
ported by. Mr.’ Andrew after 
hig last inspection of the 
premises. On a previous visit 
he found cordials contamina- 
ted with flies, ice cream 
wafers and chocolates gnawed 
by mice, dirty slicing machine 
and cupboards and rubbish 
bins and storage area in a 
very dirty state. 


Of eight inspections of the 
cafe by Mr. Andrew, not one 
has been satisfactory. 


As a result Werribee Coun- 
cil is to instigate proceedings 
against the proprietors, Cafe 
and Milk Bar Development. 
Pty. Ltd. for contraventions 
of the Health Act. 


The premises are leased to 
Cafe and Milk Bar Develop- 
ment Pty, Ltd., a company 
which is not connected with 
the theatre owners. 

Mr. Andrew said the com- 
pany was warned by: letter in 
August, 1963, of unsatisfac- 
tory conditions at the milk 
bar and cafe. 

Following an inspection of 


‘the premises,on April 8 this 


year a director of the com: 
pany assured Mr. Andrew that 
offending . matters would be 
corrected. 

But a follow-up inspection 
on April 28 still revealed un- 
satisfactory conditions. 

At the last meeting of Wer- 
ribee Council Mr. Andrew 
recommended that proceed- 
ings against the company be 
instigated. 

Councillors agreed ample 
time had been given to the 
company to bring the milk 
bar and cafe up to standards 
required by the Health De- 
partment and authorised the 
Health Inspector to take fur- 
ther action against the com- 
pany. :

s LABOR VIEWS 


(The following article has jbeen contributed to the | 
"Star by the Central Executive of the A.L.P.) 

The responsible citizens of Victoria are ap- 
palled at the weekend State road tolf. In addition — 
to these deaths, thousands of persons are injured, 
including many sustaining loss of limb and severe | 
head injuries. o , 

Do we ever pause to think what becomes of all” 
‘those injured? Many spend months in hospital, both 
private and public. In many cases the injured is a 
bread-winner—who in these cases maintains the in- 
come’ so essential to keep things going? If it is.a 
mother, who takes up her responsibility? And. in 





case of death, where does the money come to keep 


the family going? 

In Victoria we have what 
is known as third party insur- 
ance. If by the use of the 


insured motor car on the 


highway someone is injured, 
then, of course, the driver of 
the vehicle can he sued by 
the injured, or_-by the de- 
pendants of the person who 
is killed. 

But the person suing” has 
not an absolute right to re- 
cover, The driver of the 
motor vehicle is not Hable un- 
less some fault can be estab- 
lished on his part. If he is 
faultless, the loss and damage 
sustained must lie where it 
‘falls, 

‘If the accident is caused by 

his negligence, then he must 
‘pay to the injured party, or 
the suffering dependant, such 
expenses as medical, hospital, 
chemist, loss of wages, dam- 
age to clothing, and in the 
ease of injuries, compensa- 
tion for pain-and suffering. 
In many cases, injured per- 
sons. undergo much suffering 
over long periods of time. 

In the case of death, then 
the dependants have to be 
paid their loss. In the case. 
of a mother and young chil- 
dren, their loss can be.in 
the nature of many thous- 
ands of pounds. 
course, clear that a young 
‘family deprived of its bread 
winner must suffer a very 
big pecuniary loss. Their 
future can be completely blot- 
ted out, simply because some 
person has been negligent~in 
a hurry to get from Town A 
to Town B, As the motorist 
is insured against his liability 
the question of , determining 
whether damages are paid, 
rest with the insurance com- 
pany. 

Unfortunately, today we 
have an understaffed and 
over worked police force who 
are unable to give road traffic 
the attention it requires, In 
many towns the potice sta- 
tion is more like & post office. 
Citizens calling in, and the 
police are required to give 
attention to inquiries about 
motor car -matters. In truth, 
they would ‘be better serving 
the public by being out on 
the streetg—teaching people

that they owe a duty to all 
other motorists and .pedes- 
trians. ; 

‘Thé present government is 
listless on this question and 
the carnage of the road goes 
on its merry way. 

Over the years, many State 
highways are now called rib- 


‘}dons of death. What then, 


do we do 

First, there must be an in- 
crease in police strength— 
trained men who can get the 
best behaviour out of road 
users by, patience, tact and 
instruction, Roads for -horse 
vehicles are not best suited 
for mdtor cars, 30 we want 
Plenty of road engineering to 
make suitable and safe roads 
for all who use the highways. 

The last question is very 
important, Do we change the 
law and make an absolute 
duty of care—do we dispense 
‘with proof of fault? This 
problem has given gredt con- 
cern to many. countries, 

In New Zealand, there has 
been an inquiry into the mat- 
ter—text book writers urge 
the abolition of proof of fault. 
Judges have been known to 
advocate it. At present, many 
persons are denied their rights 
~—they have -not'the money to 
commence litigation ~— evi- 
dence is not available as 
those involved have been 
killed. : 

Insurance companies are not 
easy to deal with—they make 
court door settlements which 
in many cases are not suffi-- 
ciént. Running down cases 
take up much time of the 
courts when the judges could 
be better engaged on other 
matters, 

There exists a strong case 
that the existing practices 
should be changed. Courts 
should be engaged only ‘in as- 
sessing damages—motor cars 
are dangerous things and we 
should have an absolute duty. 


I leave these thoughts with’ 
you but in the mean time 
drive carefully—be vigilant in 





crossing the street—help your 
children in making them 
aware of the dangers of traffic 
—let them ‘know how to cross 
safely.

It is a-clear statement sett- 
ing out “any representaion, 


“promise dr term in respect 


of the availability of finance 
has been offered.” 'The estate 
agent (or auctionéer) is re- 
quired to give a statement 
before either %f the follow- 
ing happenings: 

Accepting-a deposit for a 
sale or any real estate or 
business. This is given to 
the purchaser or the person 
on behalf of a purchaser or 
to anyone signing | an agree- 
ment to phrchase. ' 

Apart from the signature of 
the estate agent or his sub- 


agent, there is provision on 
the form for a written ack- 
nowledgement from the reci- 
pient, for example before the 
purchaser pays @ deposit or 
signs an agreement, he must 
receive a statement and the 
agent is required by law to 
obtain a written acknowledge- 
ment. 

It has been’ found best to 
have this acknowledgement , 
on the copy of the statement 
itself, ‘ 

Your signature acknow- 
ledges that you have received 
a copy of this statement. You 
may, or may not subsequently 
sign a contract of sale. 

This is an entirely different 
document. The statement to 
the purchaser is usually 
given just before’ you have 
indicated you will probably 
be buying a property. 

All signatures are impor- 
tant” Although this is not a 
signature agreeing to pur- 
chase, but merely an ack- 
nowledgement that you re- 
reive the information in 
writing before you may de- 
cide to buy, it is still impor- 
tant because the requirement 
of the statement to be given 
is for your protection.
